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This is a decision in response to the petition, filed February 1, 201 1, to revive the above-identified 
application under the provisions of 37 CFR 1.137(a). This is also a decision on the 
simultaneously filed petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment, which is treated under the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1.181 (no fee). 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.137(a) is DISMISSED . 

The petition under 37 CFR 1 .1 81 is GRANTED . 

This application was held abandoned for failure to reply to a non-final Office action mailed 
July 9, 2008, which set a three (3) month shortened statutory period for reply. A Notice of 
Abandonment was subsequently mailed on March 18, 2009. 

Petitioner argues that the abandonment should be withdrawn. Petitioner explains that, while the 
Office action dated July 8, 2008 was addressed to the address of record, the Office action was not 
received. 

A review of the written record does indicate an irregularity in the mailing of the Notice of 
July 9, 2008. In this regard, the non-final Office action in question was returned to the U.S. Patent 
and Trademark Office by the U.S. Postal Service for some unknown reason on July 10, 2008. 
Therefore the record supports a conclusion that the non-final Office action was not received by 
petitioner. 

In view of the above, the Notice of Abandonment is hereby vacated and the holding of 
abandonment withdrawn. 
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Since the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(a) is unnecessary, the $540 petition fee submitted with the 
petition is being refunded to counsel's deposit account.
